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LPS  staff  originally  developed  "minimal  technical  guidelines  for  depository  libraries"  in 
response  to  a  Depository  Library  Council  request  and  printed  them  in  Administrative  Notes, 
V.  12,  #19  (Aug.  31,  1991).    The  guidelines  presented  below  have  been  revised  to  reflect 
changes  in  technology  and  prices.  The  revised  guidelines  cover  a  minimum  workstation 
configuration  and  software. 

While  LPS  staff  feel  that  this  configuration  should  prove  viable  for  the  next  year  or  two, 
libraries  should  bear  in  mind  that  computer  technology  is  constantly  evolving.  In  addition, 
special  considerations  for  specific  situations  should  be  addressed  as  needed.  One  basic 
configuration  cannot  be  expected  to  prove  optimal  in  every  case,  in  every  library. 

LPS  has  no  control  over  the  decisions  of  issuing  agencies  regarding  retrieval  software 
for  use  with  any  CD-ROM  products  that  LPS  may  distribute.  In  most  cases,  however, 
products  that  do  not  include  software  can  be  used  with  common  commercially  available 
software.  These  include  dBASE  and  dBASE-compatible  data  base  management  software  and 
derived  programs,  and  Lotus  123  and  123-compatible  spreadsheet  software.  A  good  working 
knowledge  of  this  software  would  be  necessary  to  access  and  use  the  information  contained 
in  a  CD-ROM. 

Any  products  that  LPS  may  make  available  to  depository  libraries  in  the  future  would  be 
offered  in  either  plain  ASCII  format,  if  practical,  or  in  the  software's  native  format  such  as 
dBASE.  These  products  may  include  the  Instructions  to  Depository  Libraries,  the  Federal 
Depository  Library  Manual,  the  Table  of  Contents  to  Administrative  Notes,  and  others. 
It  would  be  very  helpful  if  libraries  provided  staff  training  in  the  importation  or  conversion 
of  files  from  one  format  to  another.

Rationale 

The  above  configuration  provides  ample  resources  to  handle  multiple  software  and  CD- 
ROM  retrieval  packages,  yet  is  available  at  reasonable  cost.  Current  486SX  prices  are  little 
above  those  for  an  80386DX  computer.  The  ability  to  run  32  bit  specific  software  is  a 
desirable  feature  for  the  future.  Memory  can  be  configured  as  EMS  4.0  or  extended  or  both 
as  needed.  Software  suggested  would  permit  the  use  of  most  anticipated  government 
produced  products.  Microsoft  Windows  3.1  software  is  also  easily  supported  by  this 
configuration.  Availability  of  both  common  floppy  disk  formats  would  accommodate  all 
distributed  disk  formats  and  prevent  unnecessary  disk-to-disk  transfers. 

While  this  configuration  should  prove  satisfactory,  it  in  no  way  suggests  that  a 
configuration  superior  to  this  should  not  be  considered  if  affordable.  The  rate  of  change 
in  the  computer  industry  dictates  that  flexibility  is  a  desirable  quality  in  hardware  and 
software  purchases.

The  table  on  the  next  page  shows  item  selection  rates  for  selective  depository  libraries, 
based  on  the  1992  Item  Selection  Update.  As  of  August  8,  1992,  there  were  6998  active 
items  and  1351  selective  depository  libraries.  The  size  and  type  categories  are  based  on 
libraries'  self-reporting  in  the  1991  Biennial  Survey.  Size  designations  are  based  on  the 
number  of  volumes  in  the  entire  depository  and  non-depository  collection,  as  follows: 
Small  ==  0  -  150,000;  Medium  =  150,000  -  600,000;  Large  =  over  600,000. 

Figures  in  parentheses  show  the  number  of  libraries  in  a  category.  The  number  at  the 
left  in  each  cell  is  the  number  of  items  selected;  the  number  to  the  right  shows  the 
percentage  of  the  whole  represented  by  that  number.  Regional  depositories,  which  receive 
100%  of  all  items  offered,  have  been  omitted  to  avoid  weighting  the  selection  rates  upward.

Judith  C.  Russell,  Director  of  the  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS),  announced  in  June 
that  the  Census  Bureau  was  printing  a  complete  set  of  paper  tract  maps  from  the  1990 
Census  and  that  they  would  be  available  to  depository  libraries,  with  some  limitations. 
Russell's  complete  remarks  appear  in  Administrative  Notes,  v.  13,  #16,  August  15,  1992. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  had  been  selling  electrostatically  produced  Census  tract  maps 
through  its  Customer  Services  Division.  The  Census  Bureau's  original  plan  did  not  include 
printing  the  Census  Tract  Block  Numbering  Area  Outline  Maps  for  its  own  depository 
program,  for  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  (FDLP),  or  for  the  GPO  Sales 
Program. 

This  decision  was  reevaluated  in  response  to  public  demand.  The  Census  Bureau  is  now 
printing  a  complete  set  of  paper  1990  tract  maps  and  is  distributing  them  to  the  State  Data 
Centers  and  to  the  135  Census  depositories.  Census  offices  and  libraries  will  receive  only 
the  tract  maps  for  the  state  in  which  they  are  located.  Further,  the  Census  Bureau  will  cease 
to  sell  electrostatically  produced  maps.  GPO  will  become  the  sole  distribution  agent  for 
these  printed  maps. 

GPO  will  ride  the  Census  printing  contract  for  both  the  Sales  Program  and  the  FDLP. 
However,  the  FDLP  cannot  afford  the  $1.6  to  $2  million  that  it  would  cost  to  print  and 
distribute  nearly  6,000  individual  map  sheets  (3.6  million  copies)  to  every  depository 
selecting  item  numbers  0156-K-Ol  through  -53  (SuDocs  C  3.223/11:). 

As  a  cost  effective  alternative,  LPS  will  distribute  the  complete  set  of  6,000  paper  tract 
maps  to  each  Regional  depository.  Selective  depositories  will  receive  the  paper  tract  maps 
for  their  state  only.  For  example,  a  library  in  Massachusetts  will  receive  all  the  tract  maps 
containing  information  about  Massachusetts,  including  data  from  southern  New  Hampshire  if 
the  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  crosses  a  state  line. 

LPS  believes  that  this  distribution  will  place  the  paper  sets  where  they  will  be  most  used, 
though  it  is  not  as  desirable  as  full  paper  distribution. 

The  Census  Bureau's  Larry  Carbaugh  announced  on  June  27  that  they  would  produce 
CD-ROM  discs  containing  map  images  of  the  tract  maps  for  distribution  in  1993.  Both  the 
Census  depository  program  and  the  FDLP  will  receive  the  discs  containing  data  for  the  entire 
country.

Application:  Increasing  the  circulation  of  a  news- 
paper. 

Objective:  To  evaluate  areas  in  terms  of  reader- 
ship potential  and  plan  promotional  strategies. 

Census  data  were  used  by  the  the  newspaper's 
research  manager  to  develop  indexes  based  on 
age,  income,  and  education,  all  of  which  are 
important  in  planning  promotion  of  the  newspa- 
per. (See  the  example  of  the  indexes,  below.)  The 
research  manager  was  able  to  pull  much  of  the 
necessary  data  from  the  1980  Census  Tracts  report 
[1990  CPH-3.  Population  and  Housing 
Characteristics  for  Census  Tracts  and  Block 
Numbering  Areas].  He  also  turned  to  a  local  gov- 
ernment source  for  1983  estimates  of  total  popula- 
tion and  households.

Results:  The  research  manager  targeted  promo- 
tion programs  for  tracts  that  had  high  "total 
index"  scores  and  was  able  to  increase  the  circula- 
tion in  those  areas.  The  indexes  also  helped  him 
assess  less  promising  areas  and  design  new  strate- 
gies to  gain  readers  in  them.

Results:  TTie  firm  was  able  to  settle  on  one  county  that 
had  the  most  favorable  indicators,  such  as  fastest  popula- 
tion and  income  growth.  It  also  planned  to  used  data  for 
census  tracts  and  Census  of  Retail  Trade  ZIP  Code  data 
to  assist  in  selecting  the  best  location  within  the  county. 


.\pplication:  Secunng  approval  on  a  loan  to  open  a  car 
wash. 

Objective:  To  demonstrate  to  a  loan  officer  that  a  partic- 
ular area  would  be  a  promising  site  for  a  car  wash. 

Census  data  provided  specific  information,  such  as 
household  income,  age  of  residents,  and  the  number  of 
automobiles,  for  census  tracts  near  possible  locations  for 
the  car  wash.  TTie  couple  interested  in  starting  the  busi- 
ness used  the  Census  Tracts  report  |1990  CPH-3. 
Population  and  Housing  Characteristics  for  Census 
Tracts  and  Block  Numbering  Areas)  to  gel  this  informa- 
tion. They  also  toured  the  areas  to  determine  the  compe- 
tition and  studied  data  from  the  Census  of  Service 
Industries  Geographic  Area  Series  report  for  their  State. 
This  report  showed  the  number  of  car  washes  in  their 
metropolitan  area  and  their  receipts,  number  of  employ- 
ees, and  payroll. 

Results:  The  couple  selected  the  most  promising  location 
and  submitted  the  results  of  their  findings  to  the  loan 
officer.

The  first  issue  of  Commerce  Department's  NESE'DB  CD-ROM  will  be  arriving  at 
depository  libraries  soon.  It  will  be  distributed  under  item  0128-N  and  SuDocs  class 
C  1.88/2:.  NESE'DB  uses  a  new  version  (ver.  3)  of  the  BROWSE  software  found  on  the 
National  Trade  Data  Bank.  The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  explain  some  of  the  many  changes 
that  have  been  made  to  BROWSE.  Many  of  these  enhancements  have  been  the  direct  result 
of  comments  and  suggestions  by  librarians.  We  hope  you  take  advantage  of  these  changes 
and  also  report  any  problems  or  errors  you  find.  Once  the  software  is  stable  and  several 
minor  bugs  are  corrected,  it  will  become  the  production  version  of  BROWSE  on  the  NTDB.

INSTALL 

NESE»DB  contains  an  installation  program  that  copies  the  BROWSE  program  and 
related  files  from  the  CD-ROM  to  the  hard  disk  on  your  PC.  It  also  allows  you  to  modify 
certain  path  settings  (like  the  location  for  writing  files)  that  previously  required  running  the 
SETUP  program. 

You  are  not  required  to  run  INSTALL.    However,  there  are  several  reasons  you  may 
want  to  take  advantage  of  this  program.  First,  BROWSE  3  uses  more  memory  than 
BROWSE  2.  For  PCs  with  limited  amounts  of  memory,  this  results  in  slower  operation 
since  it  reads  from  the  CO-ROM  more  frequently.  INSTALL  gets  around  this  problem  by 
reading  the  BROWSE  program  from  your  hard  disk.  We  strongly  recommend  using 
INSTALL  if  you  have  an  older  PC  XT. 

Second,  several  librarians  have  complained  that  it  is  too  easy  for  patrons  to  "fill  up"  the 
hard  disk  of  the  PC  with  files  they  have  extracted  from  the  data  bank.  Now  this  can  be 
prevented.  Simply  run  INSTALL  to  copy  the  appropriate  files  to  your  hard  disk.  Then  edit 
the  file  NESE.BAT.  Assuming  you  installed  on  the  C  drive,  this  file  contains  the  command 
line: 

C:\NESE\BROWSE.EXE  -cC: \NESE\NESE.INI  -t"National  Economic,  Social,  and 
Environmental  Data  Bank"  -aNESE  -RDONAIS 

To  redirect  all  output  to  the  A  drive,  add  the  parameter  -dA:  to  the  end  of  the  command 
line.  It  should  then  read: 

C:\NESE\BROWSE.EXE  -cC:\NESE\NESE.INI  -t"National  Economic,  Social,  and 
Environmental  Data  Bank"  -aNESE  -RDONAIS  -dA: 
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ATTACHMENTS 

One  of  the  most  significant  changes  to  BROWSE  is  the  ability  to  view  attachments.  To 
understand  how  attachments  work,  it  is  useful  to  think  about  how  publications  are  often 
organized.  There  is  generally  text  and  in  many  cases,  tables  and/or  graphics  that  are 
referred  to  in  the  text  using  some  phrase  such  as  "see  table  8".  The  same  logic  has  been 
incorporated  into  BROWSE  3  which  allows  the  reader  to  bring  up  tables  (Lotus  123 
worksheets)  and  graphics. 

The  steps  below  illustrate  how  attachments  work  using  the  Toxics  in  the  Community 
program  from  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  as  an  example. 

1.  From  DOS,  start  BROWSE  by  typing  NESE.  Select  whether  you  are  using  a  color  or 
monochrome  monitor  and  continue. 

2.  Once  the  opening  screen  appears,  depress  the  S  key  and  then  the  enter  key  to  bring  up 
the  list  of  source  agencies. 

3.  Move  the  cursor  using  the  down  arrow  key  to  highlight  US  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  and  push  the  enter  key. 

4.  Move  the  cursor  to  highlight  Toxics  in  the  Community;  push  the  enter  key  to  select  it. 

5.  Several  indexes  will  appear  (chemical,  location,  industry,  text,  title).  Note  in  the  upper 
right  hand  comer  that  the  entire  Toxics  in  the  Community  report  contains  226  records. 
Use  the  right  arrow  key  to  move  the  cursor  to  highlight  the  title  index.  Push  the  enter 
key  to  bring  up  the  contents  of  the  title  index.  This  displays  a  list  of  all  the  words  in  all 
the  titles  associated  with  the  EPA  file. 

6.  Type  33/50.  The  cursor  will  move  to  highlight  the  line  33/50.  Push  the  enter  key  to 
select  this  item.  You  have  told  BROWSE  to  select  all  record  titles  in  Toxics  in  the 
Community  that  contain  the  characters  33/50.  Note  in  the  upper  right  hand  comer  that 
the  number  of  records  has  been  reduced  from  228  to  17,  indicating  that  17  records 
contain  these  characters  in  their  title. 

7.  Push  the  F3-View  key  to  bring  up  a  list  of  the  17  titles. 

8.  Move  the  cursor  down  to  the  second  item:  Chapter  6-2:  33/50  Chemicals  by  Class  and 
press  F3-View  once  more. 

9.  You  will  now  be  viewing  a  part  of  chapter  6  from  the  original  Toxics  in  the  Community 
publication. 

10.  Now  we  will  illustrate  how  attachments  work.  Press  the  F7-Find  key  to  start  a  search 
within  the  record.  In  the  highlighted  area,  type  See  table  6-4  \  Then  press  the  enter 
key.  BROWSE  will  move  to  the  location  in  the  record  and  highlight  the  located 
characters. 
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11.  If  you  were  reading  the  actual  book  and  encountered  this  reference,  you  would  look  on 
the  some  page  or  possibly  adjacent  pages  for  the  appropriate  table.  We  will  do 
something  similar.  Note  the  F4  key  at  the  bottom  of  the  screen  is  labelled  ATCH  for 
attachment.  Press  F4  now. 

12.  A  list  of  attachments  for  this  record  will  appear.  Attachments  are  denoted  by  their 
format  (WKl  or  GIF)  followed  by  their  DOS  file  name  and  their  title.  Move  the  cursor 
down  until  WKl  Table  6-4  is  highlighted.  Push  F3-View  to  view  this  attachment.  In  a 
few  moments,  the  actual  Lotus  123  worksheet  that  contains  this  table  will  appear  on  the 
screen. 

13.  You  may  use  the  arrow  keys  to  move  around  this  table.  Note  how  the  row  stubs  and 
column  headings  remain  fixed.  To  see  more  of  the  table  on  the  screen,  push  the 
F3-Zoom  key  now  to  eliminate  the  BROWSE  borders. 

14.  To  leave  the  table,  depress  the  escape  key  once  to  return  to  the  list  of  attachments  for 
this  record.  This  record  also  contains  graphics.  To  see  how  graphics  are  implemented, 
depress  the  end  key  to  go  to  the  end  of  the  attachments  list.  You  will  see  several 
attachments  denoted  by  the  characters  GIF.  Move  the  cursor  to  highlight  one  of  these 
lines  and  press  F3-View  to  look  at  the  graphic.  ^ 

15.  To  return  to  the  regular  BROWSE  display,  press  the  escape  key.  You  may  scroll 
through  the  list  of  attachments  and  examine  others  as  you  see  fit.  To  continue  reading 
the  original  document,  press  escape  again.  To  clear  the  search  and  go  back  to  the 
beginning  of  the  program  or  to  exit,  depress  ALT-Q  which  will  take  you  back  to  the 
opening  screen. 

1.  This  example  assumes  the  attachments  are  viewed  when  the  document  is  read.  However, 
attachments  may  be  viewed  from  any  point  within  the  master  record.  They  also  may  be 
searched  for  and  viewed  as  independent  documents.  This  latter  approach  is  analogous  to 
using  the  list  of  tables  or  illustrations  at  the  beginning  of  a  book  to  see  what  tables  are 
available  and  then  turning  directly  to  that  page  in  the  book. 

2.  Note:  only  personal  computers  equipped  with  VGA  or  SVGA  monitors  can  view  graphic 
files  on  this  version  of  NESE»DB.  Also,  some  models  of  Compaq  computers  contain  a 
proprietary  graphics  card  that  does  not  work  properly  with  the  BROWSE  graphics  viewer.  If 
you  are  using  one  of  these  machines,  it  may  lock  up  or  nothing  will  appear  on  the  screen.  If 
this  occurs,  try  depressing  the  escape  key  several  times  before  rebooting  the  machine.
